The Need of Production 


It must be plain to the most obtuse 
and unreasoning mind that twenty- 
four or twenty-five million of men can- 
not be withdrawn even from the swar- 
ming population of Europe without 
effecting a huge reduction in the pro- 
duce of labor and of thesoil.
